This was, that as the 
two were driving through the 
mountainous and wooded neigh- 
borhood of Boonsboro in search 
of moonshiners they had _ been 
fired upon from ambush. 

Betrayed by Powder Burns. 

The numerous bullet holes in 
the body of the machine, and the 
smashed windshield, lent color t92 
Walters’ recital. But the powder 
marks and burns about the three 
wounds in Stotler’s body indicated 
to police that the shots had been 
fired at close range. Thrée bul- 
lets had struck Stotler from the 
left. Walters, who had been driv- 
ing, displayed only a slight wound 
in one hand. 

Three physicians who performed 
a post-mortem examination said 
the wounds showed Stotler could 
not have been fired at through 
the windshield, as Walters assert- 
ed.

Walters’ Confession. 

His confession, as summarized 
by State’s Attorney Ballentine fol- 
lows: 

Walters wor he had contemplat- 
ed th¢killing ¢ or some time. While 
the men were driving ‘ogether oa 
Tuesday night, Walters had to stop 
to adjust the car’s timer. As he 
stepped to the running board to 
re-enter the machine he decide 
to kill Stotler:. then. 

‘I’m going to kill you, Stot. 
You broke up my home,” he told 
his companion before opening fire 
with his revolver. Walters then 
admitted firing a dozen shots into 
his machine to simulate the ef- 
fects of a fusillade from the road- 
side. 

Walters who is 36 years old and 
the father of two children, is held 
in the city jail pending a Coroner's 
inquest tonight. 

Stotier, who was 52 years old, 
and married, was a resident of Key- 
ser, W. Va., but made his home 
with the Walters when working

VES OF PARALYSS 


Known as “Bobby Burns of St. 
Louis’ Because of Verse 


in Scotch Dialect. 


N. Walter Macintyre, whose pro- 
clivity for writing verse in Scotch 
dialect led to his being known 
among his friends as the “Bobby 
Burns of St. Louis,” died today at 
his home, 6916 Minerva avenue, 
following a paralytic stroke suf- 
fered yesterday afternoon, from 
which he apparently had tempor- 
arily rallied. 

Mr. Macintyre had been ill for 
two years. He had been forced to 
resign, due to poor health. his po- 
sition of auditor of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce, which he 
had held for more than five years. 
Following this, his condition grew 
worse and he was confined to his 
home for the past year. During 
this time he solicited magazine 
subscriptions and sold eoal by 
telephone. 

He was known in Scottish circles 
throughout the United States, due 
very largely to his verses which 
were carried as regular features 
by several Scottish magazines. He 
was financial secretary of the 
Caledonian Society of St. Louis for 
more than 20 years. During the 
war he wrote a number of verses 
urging the purchase of Liberty 
Bonds, which were given wide dis> 
tribution in pamphlet form, 
through the St. Louis district. 

Following the stroke yesterday, 
members of the family remained 
up with him most of the night. 
At 3:30 a. m., however, he insisted 
that they retire, saying he felt 
much better. From time to time) 
his room was Visited during the) 
early morning hours and when, at 
5:30. a son, Walter, went to his 
father’s bed, he was unable to 
arouse him. A physician who was 
called pronounced him dead. 

Mr. Macintyre was 58 years, 
old. He was born in the little | 
village of Maxwelton, Scotland.

throughout the world because of 
the song, “Annie Laurie”, which 
mentions the town in the open- 
ing line, “Maxwelton’s braes are 
bonny” The song was written 
in the eighteenth century by Wil- 
liam Douglas, a Scotch poet, who 
lived near the town.

FREDDIE WELSH, ONCE 
CHAMPION BOXER, DIE 


Body Found in Hotel Room — 
He Had Been Arrested Re- 
cently for Fighting. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, July 28—Freddie 
Welsh, former lightweight cham- 
pion of the world, was found dead 
today in his room at the Sidney 
Hotel. Welsh, whose real name 
was Frederick Thomas, was a box- 
ing instructor and held a commis- 
sion as Captain in the Reserve Of- 
ficers’ Corps. 

About 10 days ago he was taken 
to a police station on charges of 
disorderly conduct, when he resist- 
ed arrest by a patrolman, who in- 
terferred in a 2 a. m, fight at 
Ninth avenue and Fifty-fourth 
street between Welsh and Edward 
Delaney. Welsh was discharged 
after explaining to the court that 
he had been engaging in a “friendly 
fight.” 

Welsh, 41 years old at the time 
of his death, was lightweight cham- 
pion for three years, from 1914 to 
1917. He won the title from Wil- 
lie Ritchie of San Francisco on 
points in a 20-round match at Lon- 
don July 7, 1914. He lost it to 
Benny Leonard in New York on 
May 28. 1917, when he was stopped 
in the ninth round. 

He died at.the Hotel Sidney in 
West @ifty-sixth stre¢t. apparently 
from heart disease. It is said that, 
although he earned large sums in 
the prize ring, he died “without a 
penny.” 

Welsh has made his home in the 
United States since before this 
country entered the World War. 
He enlisted and was assigned as a 
camp boxing instructor.

Chief British Delegate Says 
Conversations Will Con- 
tinue but Declines to Pre- 
dict Results.

GENEVA, July 28.—No agree- 
ment was reached by the tripartite 
naval conference at the meeting 
thig afternoon, and the Japanese 
spokesman expressed the opinion 
that the plenary session convoked 
for Monday probably would be the 
last. The Japanese spokesman said 
indications were that the confer- 
ence would fail, 

W. C. Bridgeman, chief British 
delegate, denied that the confer- 
ence had collapsed. He said that 
the conversations would continue, 
but he declined to predict any- 
thing. 

The three delegations issued the 
following communique: 

“The delegates met this after- 
noon and resumed the discussion 
which was interrupted by the re- 
turn of the British delegates to 
London. Mr. Bridgeman commu- 
nicated the attached proposals 
which, subject to certain modifi- 
cations, follow the lines of those 
under consideration at the last 
meeting of the delegates. It was 
agreed to hoid a plenary session 
Monday next.” 

The question apparently turns on 
whether the British proposal will 
really give the United States the 
liberty it desires to construct eight- 
inch gun cruisers. 

The Japanese are pessimistic over 
the situation, one of their delegates 
told the Associated Press this aft- 
ernoon, in referring to the British 
proposals as outlined by Bridgeman 
to Admiral] Viscount Saito in a pri- 
vate meeting this forenoon. The 
Japanese delegate added that the 
Japanese understood the new Brit- 
ish proposal to mean that the Brit- 
ish would permit the construction 
of only a small number of eight- 
inch gun secondary cruisers. 

The Japanese spokesman said 
that the British and American 
viewpoints on the problem of 8- 
inch gun cruisers would be ex- 
tremely difficult to reconcile. He 


added that this would be the real 
cause of rupture, if any.

He accused Newman of being

other evidence used in the Adams 
care) “conspired and condemned 
me.” As a climax he swung on 
Mrs. Newman and said: “There is 
a woman, Mrs. Newman, that was 
the cause of Mrs. Price's death.” 

Mrs. Newman burst into tears 
at the accusation and Birger went 
on to heap his scorn wpon her 
husband, 

Birger during his short state- 
ment opened several] leads such as, 
when referring to the murders of 
Price and wife, he said: “I will 
tell you more of it and tell you 
who killed those people.”” But he 
did not pursue the subject further. 
He laid the dynamiting of “Shady 
Rest,” his fortified rendezvous, to 
“two men and two women that 
stayed at Mount Vernon the night 
the cabin was blown up” but failed 
to name them. In conclusion he 
said his only mistake \-as that he 
did not leave the country. 
When Judge Miller prepared to 
pronounce the death sentence he 
asked: ‘Charlie Birger, have you 
anything to say why sentence 
sheuld not be passed upon you?” 
Birger sat silent. 

Statement by Judge. 
Then the Judge addressed him 
as follows: 
“It is not my province and nev- 
er will be to say anything that 
woud detract from the dignity of 
the court or say anything that 
would hurt the feelings of a man 
in the same position that you oc- 
cupy. 

“However, your position is 
unique in the history of Milinois.

Insanity Plea Possible, 

There is still a posibility that 
Birger’s counsel, failing to obtain 
a reversal in the Supreme Court, 
will make an insanity plea for him 
as a last resort to save him from 
the gallows. 

Newman, who listened to Bir- 
ger’s tirade against him in stony- 
faced indifference, commented 
when the sesion wasended: “Well, 
Birger tried to make a speech and 
he almost said something. Every 
time he started to get somewhere 
he backed out. He cannot tell the 
truth without throwing himself 
into the wires, but he did wind up 
gloriously when he said justice had 
been done in Franklin County when 
they gave him the rope.” 

Mrs. Newman said, ‘‘I’m shocked 
at Birger’s awful charges.” 

A minister who said he came 
from Texas and several men who 
said they were church members 
called at the jail this morning to 
see the three prisoners, They ex- 
pressed their sympathy to New- 
man and Hyland who are on the 
first’ floor of the jail, and pray- 
ed for them. Newman thanked 
them for the prayers and added: 
“We have done wrong and we 
are sorry for it.”

Auditor Testifies Before Grand 


Jury in Julian Petroleum 
Stock Investigation.

LOS ANGELES, Cal., July 28.— 


Thirty-four million dollars belong- 
ing to stockholders of the now de- 
funct Julian Petroleum Corporation 
disappeared and is unaccounted 


for, F. F. Hahn, auditor engaged 
by the county grand jury to check 
the corporation’s record , testified 
before the investigating body. 

The transcript of Hahn’s testi- 
mony has disclosed that he >- 
ported his acocuntants could prove 
that Jack Bennett, Julian market 
manipulator and confidential aid to 
Ss. C. Lewis, resigned president of 
the corporation, had received in 
excess of $100,000,000 from vari- 
ous sources since Jan. 1, 1926. 

$34,000,000 Unaccounted For. 

“He put into the banks some 
$66,000,000, leaving $34,000,000 
which we do not know what has 
become of; I am very dubious if 
we can account for the remain- 
der,”” Hahn testified. 

Hahn told the jurors the audi- 
tors had been apprised of Bennett 
carrying two New York bank ac- 
counts and that they knew “how 
much money was sent to New 
York,” although they had been un- 
able to get transcripts of the ac- 
counts. 

Both Lewis and Bennett are un- 
der indictment in connection with 
the collapse of the corporation 
following disclosures of a huge 
overissue of stock. 

Testimony that two Los Angeles 
brokers were “‘some $4,500,000 to 
$5,000,000 ahead of the game and 
their books would show it’ was 
given by Lewis as having been re- 
lated to him by Bennett. 

Tells of $3,000,000 Profit. 

One of the brokers made $3,000,- 
000 on loans and commissions and 
through large volume operations 
on the market, Lewis testified 
Bennett, had asserted. Lewis said 
Bennett told him these two brok- 
ers who were “close” to Bennett, 
cleared up the fortunes during the 
18 months that investigation has 
shown was made hectic by the 
spurious stock issues, loan pool 
operations, bonuses and sham bull 
and bear battles on the Los An- 
geles Stock Exchange. 

The sham battles on the Ex- 
change were made by one broker- 
age house to which Bennett was 
friendly, while outwardly Bennett 
represented the broker to be the 
worst enemy of himself and Julian 
stockholders, Fred Packard, his 
confidential secretary, testified.

WASHINGTON, July 28.—More 
persons have been killed by auto- 
mobiles in the United.States dur- 
ing the last eight years than the 
American soldier dead in the 
World War, the National Automo- 
bile Chamber of Commerce says. 
From Jan. 1, 1919, to Dec. 31, 
137,017 persons were killed 
by automobiles, while the _ total 
casualties of the war in the Amer- 
ican armed forces was 120,050. The 
injured in automobile accidents, 
however, was 3,500,000 since the 
armistice. 

Twenty-six per cent of the killed 
and injured were children under 
the age of 15 years, according to 
the figures. Last year it was esti- 
mated 23,000 persons were killed, 
an increase of 1000 over 192E and 
the iargest death toll ever recordcé 
by atitomobiles for a year.

Eight Members and Lieutenant-Governor Will : 


Pass Finally on Clemency If Fuller 
Decides for Two Radicals.

BOSTON, July 28.—For almost 


a year Sacco-Vanzetti sympathizers 
have been studying Gov. Fuller, as 
it slowly became apparent to them 
that he would become their couri 
of last resort and that through him 
their hopes would be realized or 
would be dashed. 

But somehow oor other, the 
friends of the two condemned radi- 
cals have not given much atten- 
tion, on the surface at least, to tho 
eight members of a body which, 
under the Constitution of Massa- 
chusetts, has almost equal power 
with the Governor in the granting 
of pardons, namely, the Executive 
Council. 

Except on rare occasions, the 
council is an inconspicuous body. 
It meets once a week during the 
year, perfunctorily confirms a 
batch of appointments, approves 
the request of a department lead 
for the expenditure of a little 
money and visits the institutions of 
the State to see that inmates are 
getting proper attention. Most of 
the time the council works behina 
closed doors. Once ina wvwhile 


. when there is objection to a nom- 


ination, a public hearing is held, 
but almost invariably the nominee 
is confirmed. A Governor may at 
times have trouble with his coun- 
cil, but the world outside rarely 
learns of it. 

Can't Take Initiative. 

The present Executive Council 
may and may not have something 
to say about the Sacco-Vanzetti 
If the 
decides not to interfere 
with the decision of the courts, and 
the two radicals must die, the 
council is powerless. AS was clear- 
ly brought ovt in the “car-barn”™ 
case, the council cannot take the 
initative in pardon cases. It can 
only act when the Governor recom- 
mends., 

But if Gov. Fuller should decide 
that a reasonable doubt exists as 
to the guilt of Sacco and Vanzetti, 
and recommends that they be set 
free, then the council would, in- 
deed, have power. A majority of 
its members could by rejecting the 
Governor’s recommendation, ¢s-nd 
the two men to their death. There 
has never been any case, however, 
wherein the council has overruled 
the Governor’s recommendation in 
pardon or commutation proceed- 
ings. 

It is pertinent to ask, therefore, 
who are the members of the coun- 
cil? And what sort of men are 
they to pass on a case of this mag- 
nitude? 

Members of the Council. 
In order of their districts are: 
Mark ™. Puff of New Bed- 


ford, a business man associated 
with his father in the Duff Coal 
and Shipping interests; the 
youngest member of the present 
council; a Republican of conse- 
quence in: Southeastern Massa- 
chusetts, and a warm personal 
and political friend of Gov. Ful- 
ler. 


Chester I. Campbell of Quincy, 


former Mayor of that city; 
prominent for many years in the 
automobile industry; manager of 
some of the largest trade exhibi- 
tions ever held in this country; a 
typical American ‘“‘go-getter;” a 
warm personal friend of the 
Governor, but also the spokes- 
man in the Council for Norfolk 
County, where sentiment against 
Sacco and Vanzetti is strong. 

James F. Powers of Boston, 
the only Democrat of the eight; 
a successful business man with 
moving picture and other inter- 
ests; warm-hearted almost to a 
fault, but a man of good judg- 
ment. 


Charles S. Smith of Lincoln, 
veteran of the Council; former 
State Senator, business man with 
extensive mining interests; not at 
all times a warm adherent of 
Gov. Fuller, but a just man. 

Harvey L. Boutwell of Malden: 
a lawyer who has overcome the 
affliction of blindness to win 
success in his profession and in 

politics; a life-long friend of Gov. 
Fuller. Cogh: 

Eugene B. Fraser 
treasurer of the Lynn Gas & 
Electric Light Co.; one of the 
most substantial business men of 
Essex County; a genial, agreea- 

ble citizen, who rarely quarrels 
with anyone. 

Pehr Holmes of Worcester, 
former Mayor of that city; most 
distinguished leader of Swedish- 
Americans of Massachusetts; a 
business man, shrewd, indepen- 
dent, just; one of the very strong 
men of the Council. 

Francis W. Aldrich of West 
Springfield, business man' and 
farmer; quiet and unassuming 
and distinctly not the political 
type; popular with his associates, 

Ninth Man Has Vote. 


Under the Constitution the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor is also a member 
of the Council and possesses’. the 
right to vote. Frank G. Allen is 
well knowii to all the voters of the 
State. He js now in Europe and 
is not due back until Aug. 15. IJf 
the Governor’s decision is against 
the two condemned men, he may 
not await Allen’s return. But if 
there should be a recommendation 
for pardon it would undoubtedly 
be delayefl until the Lieutenant- 
Governor is back in Boston. 

The Executive Council does not 
often come into the limelight. But 
the possibility exists this summer.

slash of 1 or 2 per cent in the 
corporation tax seems destined to 
form the keystone of the prospec- 
tive tax reduction program. 
Administration leaders who have 
conferred here with President Cool- 
idge have put this move down as 


one of the first to be considered 
in the tax cutting planned for next 
session. Some Democratic ieaders 
favored such a reduction last ses- 
sion and so concerted action on 
this point, at last, appears prob- 
able. 

Other points which seem likely 
to gain administration favor in- 
clude repeal of the remaining war 
“nuisance” levies, including those 
on theater admissions and club 
dues. However, a row is impend- 
ing on elimination of the automo- 
bile passenger car tax. Repub- 
licans who have come here have 
indorsed a cut in this tax now 
amounting to 3 per cent, but none 
have gone on record for its repeal. 


Administration Plan Withheld. 


While no administration plan 
will be announced until after the 
President has conferred with Chair- 
man Green of the House Ways and 
Means. Committee and Secretary of 
the Treasury Mellon—and there 
may be none even then—it has 
been argued by those who came 
to the summer White House that 
the total reduction must be held to 
$300,000,000 or $350,000,000. 

Pointing to the surplus around 
$600,000,000, which was piled up in 
the Treasury during the fiscal year 
ending June 30, some Democratic 
leaders have indicated there would 
be a fight to make the total slash 
at least $500,000,000. A larger 
reduction was sought by Demo- 
crats two years ago. 

Senator Smoot of Utah, chairman 
of the Finance Committee, Says a 
reduction in the 13% per cent cor- 
poration tax to 12 per cent will cost 
the Government $150,000,000, or 
half of the total cut in taxes he 
favors. 

He and other Republican leaders 
who have talked out here think 
the normal income tax rates are 
about right and they would give 
relief to income taxpayers only in 
the class of those with incomes be- 
tween $15,000 and $75,000. 


Exemption Depends on Cut. 

Whether any further reductions 
will be made on the normal income 
tax rates or whether the exemp- 
tions of $1500 for single persons 
and $3500 for married persons will 
be raised therefore seems to hinge, 
in the eyes of the administration 
spokesman, on whether it will be 
safe to go above the $350.000.000 
total reduction mark now tentative- 
ly set by them. 

Bipartisan approval is expected 
to be given the proposal of Sen- 
ator Smoot to make the prospec- 
tive reductions apply on incomes 
earned during this calendar year 
on which taxes would be paid be- 
ginning next March 15.

Friends Try to Obtain Special 
Grants So Dowager May Live 
in Accustomed State.

BUCHAREST, July 28.—King 
Ferdinand’s death has left Queen 
Marie relatively a poor 
Unless the State comes 
with help for the now Dowager 


Queen, she may be obliged to 
convert some of her jewels and 
other possessions into cash. 

As already announced, Ferdin- 
and’s 300,000,000 lei fortune 
(about $1,800,000) will be ap- 
portioned among the king's five 
children, including Prince Carol, 
who will receive about $400,000. 
The Queen, however, receives 
nothing beyond the for life 
of certain of the King’s proper- 
ties and palaces. 

The Government now proposes 
to split up the 30,000,000 lei civil 
list, which Ferdinand received, 
among Queen Marie, King Mich- 
ael, the Princess Mother Helen, 
Prince Nicolas and members of 
the regency. This would allow 
the queen only about $30.000 an- 
nually for the upkeep of her pal- 
aces, the salaries of her staff, en- 
tertainment purposes and other 
expenditure.

Fatal Ring of Elizabeth 
Given to British Nation 


Queen Gave Token to Earl of Essex, and Died 
of Broken Heart After His 
Execution. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 28.—The historic 


Essex ring, emblem of Queen Eliz- 
abeth’s greatest grief, has changed 
ownership for the last time, and is 


to be placed on her tomb in West- 
minster-Abbey. The ring recently 
was sold at public auction at 
Christie’s, and brought only $2600. 
Its purchaser, Ernest Makower, 
has presented it to the nation, sc 
that it may remain forever in En- 
gland. 

Queen Elizabeth gave the ring 
to the Earl of™Essex, who shared 
her heart with the Earl of Leices- 
ter, as a pledge that whatever he 
might be accused of, she would 
pardon’ him or admit him to her 
presence to justify his conduct. 

Late in Elizabeth’s life Essex 
rose in rebellion. The revolt was 
a fiasco; Essex was taken and con- 
demned. After his condemnation 
he gave the ring to the Countess 
of Nottingham to deliver to Eliza- 
beth. 

The ring, however, did not reach 
the Queen, and she, deciding Essex 
was obdurate, permitted the exe- 
cution, After the death of the 
Earl, the Countess of Nottingham 


confessed to Elizabeth that Essex 
had given her the ring to deliver 
to the Queen, but that she had not 
carried out his request. 

Despair then seized the Queen, 
who refused all medical aid. She 
died within 20 days of the Count- 
ess’ confession. 

The ring is of gold and bears 
the Queen's portrait, showing her 
headdress and the familiar ruff. 
It was the work of an Italian who 
settled in England in the sixteenth 
century. 

After the death of Essex, the 
ring descended from Lady Frances 
Devereaux, his daughter, in an un- 
broken succession from mother to 
daughter, until it came to Louisz, 
daughter of John, Earl of Gran- 
ville. She married 
Thynne, second Viscount 
mouth. 

Sixteen years ago, in the dis- 
posal of the Thynne heirlooms, the 
ring came up for auction and was 
valued at $17,500. It passed to 
Lord Michelham. When the 
Michelham art collection was auc- 
tioned off several months ago thez 
ring went to a private collector, 
Who placed it on sale at Chris- 
tie’s.
